early histor) of the bottle is f.oinp- 
what meager, owing no doubt to tl»e 
fact that tho true bottle has neu r 
been a thing of much beauU, i \- 
cept in a few rare instances, but 
rather a humble vessel of no in- 
trinsic value. 


Bottle* are mad* today in stu- 


pendous quantities and tire of att 
sorts, sizes aad descriptions. In the 
manufacture of a common bottle 
either sand, soip boiler's wasU, 
brick clay or other materiak ac- 
cording to locality, are nsed. Hir- 
ing been run down into a molten 
mats, the metal » skimmed, and thr 
first operator, known M the "gath- 
erer," takes a little of the g!aw on 
the end of a heated pipe. 
When 


thii has cooled somewhat he iigam 
dips hit pipe into the g!a«s, having 
"gathered" in the two dip* nuith-itnt 
to make a bottle. Tbii he hand* on 
to the "bloVcr," wjio as he blow* 
through the tube rolls the metal on 
• stone, thereby fashioning the bot- 
tle neck. The roughly shaped musn 
it then placed in i mold and the 
operator continues to blow until he 
hag brought it to the required 
form. After this the bottle is hand- 
ed to the finisher, who by touching 
the neck with a small bit of iron 
dipped in water completely severs 
it from the pipe. He attaches the 
pontcc, an iron instrument tipped 
with molten glass, to the bottom of 
the bottle and thug gives it the 
usual rounded shape. This pontce 
may be used for from twenty to 
twenty-four dozen bottles. Then, 
wannmt; the bottle at the furnace, 
the finisher takes a email quantity 
of the metal on what is known as a 
ring iron and, turning it around the 
mouth, forms ttic ring seen at the 
top of the neck. Taking the 
shears, he trims tkw neck. In the 
center of one blade of the shears ii 
a piece of hrass tapering lik« a 
cork, which forms the inner mouth, 
while the other blade bas a pieci of 
brass fastened to it, for the purpose 
af (liaping the ring. A boy lifts the 
completed bottle on a fork, and it it 
taken to the annealing arch, which 
contains about fen or t«cire KK>M 
of bottles placed in bins one abors 
the other. Thes* are th« processes 
whuh c\en the cheapest and most 
ordinary botile has to go through. 
So it can well be imagined what aa 
infinitude of care and trouble is 
ceeded to produce a bottle of the 
finest grade.—London Globe.
